In 1967, he 
was appointed executive director of the West 
Alabama Planning and Development Council 
and served in that position until his death in 

1997. 

From 1963 - 1991, McCray served on the 
USS Alabama Battleship Commission, chairing 
the commission in 1979 and 1980. He was a 
Rotarian, Life Deacon of the First Baptist 
Church of Tuscaloosa, life member of the 
Tuscaloosa County Preservation Society and the 
Clan McRae of North America and Clan 
Johnson. He was national vice-commander of 
the American Legion and state commander. He 
was the founding president of the Alabama 
Preservation Alliance and a member and former 
president of the Tuscaloosa Genealogy 
Association. He was also a founding member 
and former president of the Tuscaloosa Tip-Off 
Club.

Grants 
of seed money to be used to seek additional 
funding are strongly encouraged as are 
proposals seeking partial support for 
projects that will also receive funds from 
other sources.
